1963: 


The year 1963 was one of progress and with a 
little pride, we will touch on some of the high lights. 


The old horse barn was moved about 200 feet 
and relocated on a line with the new barn which 
was accepted in 1963. This made possible the use 
of the former site as a parxing lot. 


Our milk income check has risen from $600 
monthly to approximately $2,000. This denotes an 
efficiency of operation. 


In our laundry we now have 2—100 lb wash- 
ers. These are in operation 8 hours each day and 
seven days per week, thus insuring a goodly supply 
of clean sheets, etc. for our patients. 


Presently, we have 130 patients of whom 62 are 
bedridden. There are seven inmates of the jail and 
20 in the House of Correction. 


We are now engaged in the completion of a new 
central dining-room. When finished, this will enable 
us to use the three previous dining areas to build 
rooms to accommodate additional patients. 


The admitting license will then allow for 150 
patients. 


At this time, we sincerely thank the various 
County Officials, Organizations, Chaplains, City Of- 
ficials and many others who contributed their time 
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and energy to make this year progressive and a suc- 
cess.

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REPORT OF THE 
ROMAN CATHOLIC CHAPLAIN 


Another year has gone by fast. Nothing very 
extraordinary has happened in my field of work 
during this year, but it is always very interesting to 
participate in the many beautiful things that are 
done for the aged citizens. I always do it with 
joy. And I firmly believe that more people should 
be aware of what is going on at the rest home. Many 
could come and build up an interest in this kind of 
work. Possibly they could do their share to render 
the life of these old people more agreeable. The 
work of all the staff members is to be admired. 


On the average we always have about sixty 
Catholic inmates. This is an imposing number! It is 
always a great pleasure for me to visit with every- 
one both in the recreation halls and in the rooms. 
I try to bring to them the best possible services of 
the Catholic Church under the circumstances. 


Holy Mass is celebrated at the Home, at least, 
once a month and in a special way at Christmas. On 
these occasions, communion is distributed. Confes- 
sions are heard regularly. The Sacrament of the 
Sick is also administered every time I am told that a 
patient is seriously sick. Religious literature has 
been distributed: books, pamphlets, newspapers 
and magazines. Hymns were sung during the Christ- 
mas Mass by the Choir of St. Charles Church. 


I am planning other schemes to make my 
program still more effective and more interesting 
for the old folks during the coming year. 


The Jail was not neglected. However, I found 
it less easy to work with the prisoners this year, not 
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that I was barred in anyway, but simplv the groups 
seemed to be more reluctant and bashful. I hope 
that I shall be able to do more during the coming 
year. 


Much of my work was made possible because 
of the splendid cooperation of the whoie staff. My 
sincere admiration and gratitude go to Mr. and Mrs. 
Morin. I think that it is very seldom you will see a 
couple forgetting about themselves so much to be 
able to do more for a great cause. My thanks also 
go to the admirable Mr. Crocker, to the understand- 
ing Mrs. Tuttle and to all the wonderfully coopera- 
tive nurses of the Home and to the guards of the 
Jail. May the Almighty God bless them and keep 
them for many years to come!

We wisn to express our appreciatien to Scrip- 
ture Press Inc. of Chicago, Illinois, that has made 
available to the Chaplain for distribution, a quanti- 
ty of their weekly family paper, ‘“‘Power.”’ This pa- 
per contains stories of people who have found the 
Christian faith the answer to their problems. It is 
distributed to jails, hospitals and other institutions 
through a special fund for that purpose.

To the Commissioners of Strafford County: 
Gentlemen: 


I herewith submit my report as Strafford Coun- 
ty Home physician for the year 1963. 


Visits to the County Home and Jail 50

AGRICULTURAL AGENT’S DUTIES 


In carrying out the educational program for 
19638, the agricultural agent: 


. made 346 visits to farmers 
. received 201 office callers 
. . completed 721 telephone calls 
. . prepared 27 news articles 
. distributed 3889 bulletins on educational 
subjects 
. held 100 educational meetings attended 
by 2376 persons 


The agricultural agent is designated manager 
of the Extension Service office. In addition, he is 
responsible for the agricultural program in poultry, 
forage crops, fruits, vegetables, agricultural engin- 
eering, farm management and marketing. 


By legislation, the agricultural agent works 
with governmental agencies. He aids the Soil Con- 
servation Service with information on crops and fer- 
tilizers and serves as secretary of the Soil Conserva- 
tion District. The agent is an ex-officio member of 
the Agricultural Stabilization Conservation Service 
County Committee. Recommendations and approv- 
als are made on seeding, fertilizing, and liming 
practices, based on soil test results. 


The agent serves in an advisory capacity on the 
Farm and Home Loan Administration Board, which 
makes loans to farm people. 
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The Selective Service System calls on the agent 
for advice pertaining to agricultural problems, and 
for draft deferment “yardsticks.”’ 


During the growing season, the agent reports 
local weather and crop conditions to the New Eng- 
land office of the Agricultural Statistician. 


Assistance is given the Department of Interior 
in the control of predatory animals and rodents. 


During the past few years, more help is being 
requested by urban people for lawns, home gar- 
dens, ornamentals and household pests. 


The information given above outlines the 
agent’s main duties. A detailed annual report is 
available for examination at the Extension Service 
Office. 


The governing board for the Extension Service 
is the Advisory Council, which is made up of thir- 
teen members. Each line of work; namely, agricul- 
ture, forestry, home economics, and 4-H has three 
members on the council, with the last member be- 
ing appointed by the representatives of the County 
Delegation. Meetings are held at least four times 
a year, with the finance committee of five members 
meeting each month for the disbursement of funds.

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REPORT OF THE EXTENSION 
HOME ECONOMIST 


The 1963 summary of Home Economics Exten- 
sion work shows: 


48 organized women’s groups and workshops 
carried on educational programs 
22 special interest groups were worked with by 
the agent 
1,412 telephone calls were made and received 
10,386 educational publications were distributed 
1,325 homemakers received a monthly newsletter 
or research facts on nutrition,-textiles, man- 
agement, housing, family life and child de- 
velopment 
178 educational meetings were held by the 
agent 
1,995 people attended these meetings 
269 classes were taught by trained community 
leaders 
2,670 homemakers attended leaders’ meetings 
301 home visits were made 
37 news articles were prepared 
101 office calls were received 


Many new educational Extension programs 
have stimulated interest and have brought informa- 
tion and help to many homemakers of Strafford 
County and their families. 


One of the most popular programs this year 
was FOODS OF THE NETHERLANDS. This pro- 
gram 1s one in our people-to-people series to pro- 
mote understanding and goodwill among our coun- 
try and the people of other lands. In conjunction 
with this program, two training schools were held 
in February, at which Norman Watts, 1962 IFYE 
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delegate to the Netherlands, appeared and gave 
many valuable lessons in homemaking and human 
relations. It was enormously successful and those 
who attended are looking forward to the program 
on France, to be offered in 1964. 


Credit and the Consumer was the topic of the 
Consumer Living Institute this year at the Univers- 
ity of New Hampshire. At this Institute leaders are 
trained to transmit the information at group meet- 
ings throughout the county. Through courses such 
as this and our program, BARGAINS FOR YOUR 
MONEY, the Extension Service is trying to help 
families develop their own techniques in money 
management and to establish long-range goals for 
financial security. 


Better informed consumers, good health and 
the enjoyment of eating were again the goals in 
Foods and Nutrition classes, participated in by 525 
people. Five hundred sixty-seven women took ad- 
vantage of clothing instruction and clothing clinics 
presented by the Strafford County agent and the 
Belknap County home economist respectively. The 
programs not only gave information about sewing, 
but also the purchase of ready-to-wear garments. 


During 1963 a new library bulletin service was 
introduced into the county. After conferences with 
librarians from all libraries in the area, the needs 
and interests of the local people were determined 
and bulletins on the subjects supplied for the var- 
ious reading rooms. Homemakers have signified a 
great deal of interest in receiving information about 
child guidance and our bulletin, CHATS WITH 
PARENTS, has been in great demand. 


The home economics department of the Straf- 
ford County Extension Service also offered programs 
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in horticulture, home management and home furn- 
ishings. Conferences were held with welfare work- 
ers in an effort to gear programs to meet the needs 
of our communities.

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REPORT OF 4-H CLUB WORK. 


There were several staff changes during 1968, 
which hampered operations a bit. Mr. Platt worked 
two days a week at Durham from January to June, 
and a temporary assistant was hired to assist in the 
county three days a week during this time. 


Mrs. Walker resigned in May and another 
temporary assistant was hired from June to Septem- 
ber. This girl worked every day during the summer. 
In August Mrs. Christine Wyman of Berwick joined 
the staff as permanent assistant 4-H agent and has 
been with us ever since. 


During the year the agents completed the fol- 
lowing: 


. made 737 farm, home and firm visits 
. received 100 office callers 
. completed 1022 telephone calls 
. released 50 news articles to local papers 
.. produced 32 television and radio programs 
. . distributed 3955 educational publications 
. held 150 training meetings with 3435 
attending 
. . also, 520 meetings were held by local 
leaders with 9720 attending 


In 1963 Strafford County had 104 adult volun- 
teer 4-H Club leaders, 115 teenage junior leaders, 
611 members of 4-H clubs and 28 different 4-H 
clubs. 


Again this year the county boasted several 
state winners. And again one was chosen to be one 
of four New Hampshire delegates to the National 
Club Conference at Washington, D.C. Four members 
attended the National 4-H Club Congress at Chicago 
and the Strafford County Dairy Judging Team plac- 
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ed third in the state. There were also winners in the 
State Dress Revue and the State Demonstration and 
Public Speaking contests. Several members were 
chosen to take their animals to Eastern States Expos- 
ition. 

These accomplishments are possible only be- 
cause of our local volunteer leaders who are willing 
to accept training so that they can more effectively 
teach their members. These leaders are supported 
and taught by the county and 4-H staff. 


As long as we continue to have members who 
are learning the pride of workmanship, good citi- 
zenship and leadership, the 4-H program will con- 
tinue to change to meet the educational needs of 
the young people for whom it is designed.

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REPORT OF THE COUNTY FORESTER 


Through the efforts of the woodland owners of 
Strafford and Belknap counties and the county del- 
egations, the 1968 legislature authorized a full time 
county forester for each county. During October 
Belknap County hired a full time county forester ; 
and, since November 1, I have been working full 
time as Strafford County forester. 


There are 183,150 acres of woodlands in the 
county, which is 76% of the total land area. There 
are approximately 2,286 woodland owners in the 
county and the county forestry program is aimed at 
assisting these small woodland owners in solving 
their forestry problems, and also assisting the wood- 
using industries in the county in locating, processing, 
and marketing wood products. 


The county forester offers advice on tree plant- 
ing, improvement of forests by removal of weed 
trees through mechanical and new chemical meth- 
ods, pruning of trees for quality lumber, correct 
timber harvesting methods, correct marketing pro- 
cedures, location of permanent wood roads, fire 
ponds and other forest conservation methods. 


Woodland owners desiring woodland assistance 
should contact the Cooperative Extension Service, 
59 North Main Street, Rochester. 


Last year, the county forester worked in both 
Strafford and Belknap counties. Following are the 
accomplishments for the fiscal year 1968 — which 
are almost equally divided between the two counties. 


1. There were 202,000 trees planted where pri- 
or site suitability was determined. 


2. Two thousand forty-two acres of desirable 
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young softwoods were released by removing weed 
trees. 


There were 475 woodland owners who carried 
out good forestry practices on their woodlands in 
1963 — an increase of 45% increase over the pre- 
vious year. 


4. An estimated 2,049,000 board feet of timber 
was harvested according to cutting practices. 


5. Data was prepared for Rural Areas Devel- 
opment committees to use in determining forest 
assets and their uses in the area. 


6. There were good relationships among the 
timber operators, consultant foresters, State and 
Federal organizations promoting forestry in the 
county. 


7. There was an increased interest among the 
youth in forestry, especially 4-H and Boy Scout 
groups.
